Claims 66-82 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ebner et al., US 2003/0092133, for the reasons of record 
set forth in the previous Office Actions mailed on 21 June 2004, and 06 April 2005. 

Applicants argue, in the response filed on 05 October 2005, that the Ebner reference is legally insufficient to anticipate the present claims 
as it merely discloses a nucleotide sequence, speculates its biological function, does not provide an accurate or unequivocal 
characterization of any biological function, activity or role of the claimed nucleic acid molecule, and fails to disclose any specific and 
substantial utility for the polynucleotide or polypeptide encoded thereby, and that therefore it is not sufficient for anticipation under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), which requires the prior art reference to have sufficient disclosure under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Applicants 
argument has been fully considered, but is not persuasive because the statute of 102(e) itself merely requires that "the invention was 
described in The present invention is directed to a product, an isolated polypeptide, which sequence was disclosed in the prior art 
reference. As such, the polypeptide of the present invention has been well described by the prior art reference, and the prior art reference 
meets the anticipating requirement of 102(e). Further, according to MPEP 2122 ("Discussion of Utility in the Prior Art"), utility need not 
be disclosed in reference in order to constitute anticipatory prior art, a reference must identically disclose the claimed compound, but no 
utility need be disclosed by the reference. In re Schoenwald, 964 F.2d 1122, 22 USPQ2d 1671 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
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
